Accommodating  Mattapoisett's  Growing  Student  Population 

Committee  Assesses  Town's  Elementary  School  Facilities 


Mattapoisett  residents  have  remained  oddly 
silent  about  a  proposed  plan  to  deal  with  the  town's 
two  overcrowded  school  buildings.  During  a 
meeting  with  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of  Selectmen 
last  month,  members  of  the  1991  Town  Meeting- 
appointed  School  Building  Needs  Committee 
(SBNC)  presented  four  possible  alternatives  to  deal 
with  the  lack  of  classroom  space  in  both  Center  and 
Old  Hammondtown  Schools,  while  addressing  the 
former's  need  for  renovation. 

According  to  SBNC  Chairman  Peter  Briggs, 
the  committee  tried  to  find  a  way  to  garner  state 
funding  for  renovations  on  both  schools  —  making 
general  repairs  on  Center  School  while  bringing  it 
into  code  for  handicap  access  and  expanding  the 
already-limited  classroom  space  at  Old 
Hammondtown.  But  funding  the  renovation  of  a 
nearly  100-year-old  structure  like  Center  School-is 
not  a  viable  option  for  the  state,  since  constructing  a 
new  building  with  full  handicap  access  would  cost 
as  much  as  the  proposed  renovations. 

"What  makes  the  Center  School  project  so 
expensive  is  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  the  state," 
said  Mr.  Briggs.  "Even  if  we  went  ahead  and  did  a 
major  overhaul,  we'd  still  have  to  face  the  handicap 
access  issue  sooner  or  later." 

Weighing  the  advantages  and  disadvantages 
and  keeping  in  mind  the  increasing  student 
population,  the  committee  outlined  four  possible 
avenues  to  follow  in  a  report  dated  December  14, 
1992: 

1  •  Use  both  Center  and  Old  Hammondtown 
Schools  as-isfor  the  next  10-20  years. 

This  option  would  cost  the  town  nothing  at 
the  present  time,  but  Center  School  would  remain 
short  one  classroom  space  (assuming  that  art  and 
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music  remain  in  the  basement  and  the  library  stays 
in  the  same  small  room).  Old  Hammondtown  would 
also  remain  short  three  classroom  spaces,  assuming 
that  Chapter  1,  LIFT,  Speech,  and  instrumental 
music  continue  to  meet  in  cramped  storage  rooms. 

2  •  Leave  Center  School  as-is,  renovate  and 
expand  Old  Hammondtown  for  Grades  4-6  projected 
enrollment. 

This  option  would  cost  an  estimated  $3.8 
million,  or  $1.3  million  with  state  funding.  The 
results  for  Center  School  would  be  the  same,  but  Old 
Hammondtown  would  have  an  additional  four 
classrooms,  four  small  rooms,  an  art  room,  a  music 
room,  and  a  full-size  gymnasium.  A  dedicated 
computer  room  would  also  be  located  adjacent  to  an 
expanded  library.  The  three  portable  classrooms 
now  in  use  will  be  removed.  State  funding  would 
reimburse  65  percent  of  the  program  cost,  but  the 
funding  priority  would  be  low  compared  to  towns 
with  more  serious  overcrowding. 

3  •  Abandon  Center  School,  renovate  and  expand 
Old  Hammondtown  for  Grades  K-6  projected  enrollment. 

This  option  would  cost  $8.6  million,  or  $3 
million  with  state  funding.  The  results:  Center 
School  will  be  turned  over  to  the  town  for  other  uses 
and  Old  Hammondtown  will  have  the  same  as 
option  2  (above)  plus  three  Kindergarten  rooms,  12 
more  classrooms,  four  more  small  rooms,  an 
additional  computer  room,  and  an  assistant 
principal's  office.  The  library  will  be  nearly  doubled 
in  size.  State  funding  will  reimburse  65  percent  of 
the  program  cost  and  the  funding  priority  would  be 
high  due  to  the  lack  of  "suitable"  classroom  space  in 
town. 

4  •  Renovate  and  expand  Center  School  and  Old 
Hammondtown  School  for  Grades  K-3  and  Grades  4-6 
projected  enrollment,  respectively.

■^  Sg^  At  a  total  cost  of  $9.1  million,  or  $6.6  million 
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option  2  (above)  and  would  be  eligible  for  65  percent 
reimbursed  state  funding  at  a  lower  priority. 

The  committee  has  favored  option  3  for 
several  reasons.  First,  the  town  would  get  the 
maximum  in  state  reimbursement  for  the  project, 
since  abandoning  Center  School  would  put 
Mattapoisett  on  a  high  priority  list  with  the  state. 

"There's  more  value  for  the  money  if  we  go 
to  the  one  school,"  agreed  Mr.  Briggs. 

"When  you  work  out  all  the  figures  in  terms 
of  expense  to  the  town,  it  would  be  cheaper  to  build 
a  new  school  building  than  renovate  (Center 
School),"  said  SBNC  Committee  member  Mark 
Whalen. 

A  second  advantage:  with  some  18  acres  of 
town-owned  property  available,  the  expansion  of 
Old  Hammondtown  is  not  only  viable,  but  expected. 

"When  Old  Hammondtown  was  built,  it  was 
designed  to  be  added  on  to,"  said  Mr.  Briggs.  "Both 
the  heating  and  electrical  systems  were  designed 
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with  a  view  toward  the  future." 

Although  such  a  proposal  might  be  destined 
for  public  protest,  the  committee  has  received  little 
to  no  response  since  "going  public"  with  the  plan. 
"I've  had  very  little  feedback,"  said  Mr.  Briggs.  "The 
only  questions  I've  had  have  been  dealing  with  the 
proposed  abandonment  of  Center  School.  People  are 
curious  as  to  what  the  building  would  be  used  for." 

But  the  committee  has  already  made  it  clear 
that  it  would  be  turned  over  to  the  town  for 
whatever  purpose  it  deems  appropriate. 

Mr.  Whalen  anticipates  some  concern  over 
such  a  plan  from  those  who  have  a  particular 
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attachment  to  the  school  —  which  would  be  a 
sizable  portion  of  the  population.  "The  state  would 
much  rather  have  us  give  Center  School  back  to  the 
town/'  he  said.  "The  major  drawback  I  see  is  the 
sentiment  and  warm  feelings  associated  with  the 
school,  especially  for  those  who  attended  classes 
there." 

The  committee  is  presently  working  on  a 
draft  for  an  article  to  be  submitted  on  the  upcoming 
Annual  Town  Meeting  warrant,  recommending 
option  3  as  outlined  in  their  study.  With  several  big 
budget  money  items  already  up  for  consideration, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  remained  non- 
committed  to  the  project  until  conferring  with  the 
Finance  Committee,  although  Chairman  John  N. 
DeCosta  said  they  might  favor  a  long-term  plan  over 
the  next  several  years.  According  to  Peter  Hodges, 
the  Mattapoisett  School  Committee  has  unanimously 
voted  to  support  alternative  3  because  it  is  the  only 
option  which  provides  ample  state  funding. 

"We  also  plan  to  have  a  public  hearing  before 
going  to  Town  Meeting,"  said  Mr.  Briggs.  "This  way 
we  can  get  some  more  feedback  from  residents." 

Mr.  Briggs  also  agreed  that  a  long-term  plan 
over  the  next  five  years  might  be  a  good  approach  to 
such  a  large  project. 

"Something  needs  to  be  done,"  said  Mr. 
Whalen.  "Center  School  has  some  room  for 
additional  classroom  space,  but  Old  Hammondtown 
has  no  room  without  putting  the  art,  music,  and 
computer  programs  'on  wheels'  —  bringing  them 
into  different  classrooms."  ^AA» 
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Mattapoisett  Selectmen's  Meeting 
March  9, 1993 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board 
of  Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  March 
9  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  John  N.  DeCosta.  Also 
present  were  Selectman  Paul  E.  Lambalot  and 
Executive  Secretary  Carol  Adams. 

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the  March  2 
meeting,  the  board  signed  and  approved  the 
following: 

•  Nomination  and  appointment  of  Brian  D. 
Nunes,  84  North  Street,  as  Inspector  of  Animals  for  a 
term  to  expire  March  2, 1994. 

•  Approval  of  a  request  from  Friends 
Meeting  House,  Route  6,  Mattapoisett,  to  hold  an 
auction  on  April  10  at  their  facility. 

In  addition,  the  board  agreed  to  hold  the 
following  items  pending  further  discussion  and 
review: 

•  Signature  of  board  required  to  make  State 
Aid  Highway  monies  available  to  Mattapoisett  (the 
board  said  they  would  like  to  review  this  item  with 
Highway  Surveyor  Wesley  Bowman). 

•  Request  for  Common  Victualler's  and 
Hawkers  and  Peddlers  License  from  Kendra  Chase 
to  operate  a  hot  dog  cart  within  the  town  (the  board 
tabled  the  matter  until  next  week). 

•  Reappointment  of  representative  and 
alternate  to  the  Buzzards  Bay  Action  Committee 
(BBAC).  Presently,  William  T.  Nicholson  is 
Mattapoisett's  representative,  with  John  N.  DeCosta 
serving  as  alternate.  (The  board  agreed  to  consider 
these  appointments  with  others  pending  in  April). 

Chairman  DeCosta  next  cited  a  meeting  of 
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the  Marion/Mattapoisett/Rochester  Housing  Co-Op 
to  be  held  on  March  10  at  3:00  pm  in  Town  Hall. 

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the 
week,  the  board  received  a  letter  from  Com /Electric 
informing  the  town  that  their  vehicles  and 
communication  supplies  are  available  if  needed 
during  an  emergency.  The  letter  cited  their  recent 
assistance  in  helping  to  locate  three  children  who 
were  lost  in  the  woods  in  Dartmouth  as  an  example 
of  their  cooperation. 

The  board  also  received  a  copy  of  the 
Mattapoisett  Council  on  Aging  (COA)  minutes  for  a 
meeting  held  on  February  9. 

Under  the  Executive  Secretary's  report,  Ms. 
Adams  noted  that  as  per  the  discussion  at  last 
week's  meeting,  she  has  added  the  responsibility  for 
the  pickup  and  disposal  of  animal  carcasses  in  town 
to  the  job  description  of  Dog  Officer.  "The  Board  of 
Health  asked  for  clarification  on  the  matter,"  she 
said.  "So  I'll  be  sending  a  letter  to  Brian  Nunes  (Dog 
Officer),  his  assistants,  and  the  Board  of  Health." 

"I  agree  we  should  clearly  define  it  as  the 
Dog  Officer's  responsibility,"  Selectman  Lambalot 
agreed.  "But  if  he  needs  help,  he  can  call  for 
assistance." 

Related  departments  —  Board  of  Health, 
Highway  Department  —  are  encouraged  to  assist 
Mr.  Nunes  when  needed  in  matters  of  this  type. 

Ms.  Adams  also  noted  that  it  should  be  easier 
to  keep  track  of  the  Assistant  Dog  Officers  with  the 
purchase  of  beepers  for  them.  She  stressed  that  if 
any  of  the  Assistant  Dog  Officers /Shellfish  Deputies 
do  not  respond  when  on  duty,  they  will  be  relieved 
from  their  duties. 

Lastly,  Ms.  Adams  noted  that  Freda  H.  Ruel, 
2  Barlow  Lane,  has  filed  an  appeal  with  the  Fourth 
District  Court  in  Wareham  to  overturn  the  Board  of 
Selectmen's  decision  to  have  her  dog,  "Samantha," 
banned  from  town.  The  court  hearing  will  take  place 
on  March  30  and  Ms.  Adams  and  Dog  Officer  Brian 
Nunes  will  be  attending  to  represent  the  town.

The  board  next  went  over  incoming 
correspondence  for  the  week,  beginning  with  an 
article  submitted  by  the  ORR  School  District  to  be 
placed  on  the  upcoming  Annual  Town  Meeting 
warrant.

At  8:00  pm,  Chairman  Brown  called  upon 
Charles  Hastings  to  discuss  his  recently  revoked 
Earth  Removal  Permit.  Chairman  Brown  began  by 
stressing  that  every  year  applicants  need  to  re-apply 
for  their  Earth  Removal  Permits.  "We  haven't  heard 
from  you  over  the  last  few  years,"  Chairman  Brown 
said.  "And  your  affidavit  from  1992  was  never 
received." 

Mr.  Hastings  said  he  submitted  an  affidavit 
for  1992  and  had  plans  of  his  earth  removal  project 
on  property  off  of  County  Road. 

Since  Mr.  Hastings  had  been  denied  a  permit 
renewal,  he  needs  to  resubmit  his  paperwork  and 


application  all  over  again.  "The  whole  procedure  has 
to  start  again,"  said  Selectman  Hawkes,  "because  the 
license  (permit)  has  been  revoked." 

Mr.  Hastings  was  also  asked  to  remove 
sections  of  asphalt  from  his  property  so  that  he 
would  be  in  compliance  with  the  stipulations  of  his 
permit.

Veterans  Are  Advised  of  Insurance 
Hoaxes 

An  insurance  hoax  that  first  appeared  more 
than  40  years  ago  continues  to  plague  the 
Department  of  Veterans'  Affairs  (VA),  this  time  with 
a  new  target  —  active  duty  military  personnel. 

VA's  Regional  Office  and  Insurance  Center  in 
Philadelphia  reports  that  requests  from  military 
personnel  for  a  non-existent  insurance  dividend 
have  increased  since  the  Persian  Gulf  War. 

For  many  years,  the  principal  victims  of  the 
rumor  were  World  War  II  and  Korean  Conflict 
veterans  who  were  told  that  the  VA  was  sending  a 
check  for  hundreds  of  dollars  —  a  so-called 
insurance  dividend  —  to  any  veteran  who  requested 
it.  In  more  recent  years,  however,  false  brochures 
have  been  targeting  veterans  of  the  Vietnam  Era.  The 
current  hoax  focuses  on  holders  of  Servicemen's

The  phony  applications  claim  dividends  or 
refunds  have  been  recently  authorized  by  Congress. 
In  fact,  there  is  no  such  dividend  for  veterans  who 
do  not  keep  their  insurance  in  force,  nor  a  rebate  for 
active  duty  military-  personnel.  No  legislation  has 
been  proposed  in  Congress. 

The  hoax  causes  thousands  of  veterans,  active 
duty  military  personnel  and  dependents  wasted 
effort,  and  generates  needless  labor  and  mailing 
expense  at  VA's  58  regional  offices  across  the 
country. 

The  hoax  applications  usually  are  unwittingly 
printed  in  magazines,  newspapers,  and  newsletters, 
or  distributed  in  handbills.  Recently,  hoax  mail  has 
been  printed  on  military  unit  or  company  letterhead. 
Attempts  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  hoax  have  been 
unsuccessful,  but  it  is  believed  that  its  life  has  been 
perpetuated  by  the  innocent  duplication  of  false 
information. 

VA's  legitimate  insurance  dividends  are  paid 
annually  to  current  policy  holders,  usually  on  the 
anniversary  date  of  the  policy.  Some  3.5  million 
veterans  share  in  an  annual  dividend  distribution. 
Payments  are  automatic  to  those  who  continue  to 
pay  premiums,  and  no  application  is  needed.

Book  Keview 


Operation  Shylock:  A  Confession 

•  Philip  Roth,  Simon  and  Schuster,  $23 

Philip  Roth  has  taken  yet  another  step  in  the  path  that  led  him  from 
Portnoy  to  Zuckerman.  In  the  ultimate,  inevitable  conceit,  Philip  Roth's 
latest  fictional  hero  is  Philip  Roth. 

Roth  has  obscured  the  line  between  fact  and  fiction  for  years,  and  he 
has  gotten  bolder  as  his  bibliography  has  grown.  For  his  new  "novel,"  for 
that  is  what  the  copyright  page  says  (I  take  little  stock  in  the  coy, 
disingenuous  "Note  to  the  Reader"  that  appears  at  the  end  of  the  text,) 
Roth  has  written  a  spy  novel  version  of  a  buddy  movie,  starring  Philip  Roth 
...  and  another  Philip  Roth. 

To  explain,  Roth,  who  has  just  recovered  from  a  near-suicidal  mania 
caused  by  the  sleeping  pill  Halcion,  is  going  to  Israel  to  interview  Israeli 
novelist  Aharon  Appelfeld  for  TheNew  York  Times  BookReview.  He  discovers 
that  an  impostor  Philip  Roth  has  registered  at  the  King  David  Hotel  in 
Jerusalem,  and  has  spoken  to  several  seminars,  and  even  to  several  world 
leaders,  as  Roth-the-novelist 

This  imposter  Roth,  whom  the  real  Roth  dubs  Moishe  Pipik,  espouses 
"Diasporism,"  the  theory  that  Zionism  has  run  its  course  and  the  main 
threat  to  Jews  is  not  another  European  Holocaust  but  a  nuclear  explosion 
in  the  middle  East  that  will  finish  Hitler's  work.  Pipik's  solution  is  to 
transfer  all  the  European  Jews  who  have  moved  to  Israel  back  to  their 
original  countries.
